a traveller,” cried the old despot.

He once had a, feud 
with. his ground landlord, Lord

Of late years he had lived in his 
benutiful country estate in Hamp- 
shire, but almost to the last paid 
visits to his- business, or, as be 
used to say, ‘I’m going down to 
the shop.’

. Abiding Messages. . 


There are certain abiding mes- 
sages in the "Bible, the truth of 
which “time can never undermine; 
but we must recognise the fact that 
these messages are often given: to 
us in settings which are passing. 
Let ‘us therefore consider’ one or 
two examples of contrasts between, 
Biblieal thinking and our own, but 
see “at the samo time that. the 
Essential Spiritual Content is of 
as’much value to ua as it was to 
our forefathers. 2 Ae ! 

The Resurrection. 

For example, we believe in the

power and scope of demons was ce 


tuken for granted." : 
This universa! assumption held 
the field for centuries after Bible 
times and almost down to’ the pre- 
sent day. The coming of the 
wealth of knowledge. which scienti-’ 
fic investigation has brought us haa 
changed all.this. ‘The resime where 
demons used to ‘operate have been 
invaded by ‘scientific’ knowledge. 
Insanity, once ascribed to’ demons, 
is known to be the result of a dis- 
ordered brain. Epilepsy, blindness, 
deafness, dumbness, hysteria, once 


‘pregarded ae evidence of demoniac 


possession, have been diagnosed, 
described and carefully understood. 
The cause of. thunderstorms is no 
tonger diabolic but electric. Moral 
temptation is generally looked upon. 
not aa the inspiration of the devil 
but os the reault of our own evi 
impulses. ;

Famous Beauty Spot. 


The ‘present house was designed 
by James Wyatt, R.A., in 1808, and 
completed’ under the supervision of 
his nephew, Sir Jeffrey Wyatville, 
R.A., :in 1814. It is on immense 
mass of buildings, a striking com- 
binatioa of eaaile and abbey, char- 
acteristic .of the Gothic revival.
